On Christmas day Mrs. Prisco had taken 
the few scraps of bread which self-denial had 


enabled her to save for her babies and fed 


them. Hushing their sobs when they cried 
for more, she laid all four upon one wretched 
bed, and then tried to sleep on the floor. 


Neighbors Find Woman Dying. 

With no heat for sevéral days, the one 
room which the Priscos called home at 384 
Manhattan avenue, Brooklyn, was cold and 
cheerless to the neighbors who called Thurs- 
day morning in answer to the cries of the 
four children. 

Mrs. Prisco was apparently dying, while 
the children were in almost the last stages 
of weakness from lack ef food. 

Capt. Evans of the Herbert street bolice 
ation personally investigated the case and 
summoned Dr Haupt from the Eastern dis- 
trict hospital. Mrs. Prisco was hurried. 
there. The children were taken to the Cu-

The dying woman rejoiced and laughed 
hysterically when she realized that her chil- 
dren’s sufferings were over. Then, while 
Rose cooed over her Goll and the younger 
babes played with toy cows and clowns, gifts 
of the society, Mrs. Prisco’s life ended peace- 
fully. 

Neighbors of Mrs. Prisco would gladly have 
given her food had they known of her terri- 
ble poverty.

| NEARLY DROWN IN A STREET 


Two Persons Have Nerrew Es- 
‘capes in Gage Park Floods. 


CHICAGO ITS OWN VENICE. 


Sidewalks Under Water or Afloat, Pe- 
destrians Need Boats. 


Two perso@s narrowly escaped drowning 
yesterday in the streets of Gage Park, Dar- 
ing rescues were made by friends. The dis- 
trict is isolated, and streets and basements 
are flooded, as the result of the melting 
of snow. 

Fred Eckert, Wanatah, Ind., fell into ten 
feet of water at Fifty~-first street and Weat- 
ern avenue. He was rescued by Harry Hale, 
Fifty-third street and Artesian avenue. 
Shortly afterward a girl living at 5111 West- 
ern avenue, but refusing to give her name, 
fell in at the same place as did Eckert, and 
her life was saved by a young woman who 
was with her. 

Leaps for Floating Walk. 

Eckert was on his way to visit Hale when 
he stepped from a Western avenue car at 
Fifty-first street. He noticed the wooden 
sidewalk three feet from the edge of a dry 
piece of ground and, believing it to be solid, 
he leaped to it. His feet slipped and he fell 
into the ditch, in which there is ten feet of 
water. He wae sinking when Hale and R. 
W. Schulte, 5114 Western avenue, went to the 
rescue and pulled him out: 

A short time later the little girls wishing 
to test the depth of the water, stepped off 
the edge and almost lost her life. Her com- 
panion fished her out with the aid of a clothes 
pole that had floated down the street from 
one of the back yards. 


Whole District a Pond. 

The whole district is said to be one big 
pond. ‘The few wooden sidewalks that can 
be seen are floating In the streets in a foot 
or more of water, while others are under 
water. Most of the basements in the district 
bounded by Western and California avenues 
and West Forty-seventh and West Fifty- 
third streets are flooded, and coal sheds at 
the rear of the houses can be reached only 
by wading through a foot or two of water. 

According to Joseph J. Reiter of the Gage 
Park Improvement club, the district is with- 
out fire protection, as the streets in their 
present condition, due to the lack of sewers, 
are impassable for the heavy fire engines. 

Half of the street lamps could not be 
reached by the lamplighters in the evening 
and pedestrians unacquainted with the place 
stumble into puddles of water and ditches 
before being aware of the danger. 


Must Go to School in Boats. 

Children who attend a German Lutheran 
school near West Fifty-first street and West- 
ern avenue will be unabie to reach their 
classrooms without a rowboat, as the build- 
ing is surrounded by water more than two 
feet deep and the basement is flooded, mak- 
ing it impossible to start the fires in the tur- 


naces.

Marie Arnold of 1 city has just been mar- 
ried in Santa Fé, N. M., to Albino Chavarria. 
a full blooded Indian. The ceremony was 
witnessed by the bride’s sisters, the Misses 
Lillian and Geneva Arnold of Denver. It 
was performed by the Rev. Mr. Rendon, a 
Presbyterian clergyman, after a score of 
ministers of different denominations had re- 
fused to solemnize the marriage during the 
last ten years. 


Fell in Love at First Sight. 

Chavarria ie chief of the Santa Clara In- 
‘@ians, a tribe of the Puebles in New Mexico. 
He brought a band of his tribesmen to Den- 
ver in, they camped in the city park. 
Miss Arnolé wee’ one of the many young 
women who went to “see the Indians“ As 
‘boon as she beheld Chavarria she fell in love 
with Him. She made frequent visits to the 
camp, and at last invited the chief to call at 
her home. 

The Indian’s first visit to his sweetheart 
‘was thé cause of a bitter family disagree- 
ment. Objection was made only to Chavar- 
ria’s race, hie character being above re- 
proatdh. Miss Arnold announced her deter- 
mination to marry her dusky lover despite 
family objections. 

Almost Disrupts. the Tribe. 

After a vain effort to get a Denver minister 
to marry them the couple went to Santa Fe, 
but there also the clergymen refused to 
officiate.. A new obstacle appeared in the 
opposition of the chief’s followers to his 
marriage to a white woman. The tribe was 
nearly disrupted in the quarrel that followed. 

Miss Arnold returned to Denver alone 
and since that time Chavarria has made fre- 
quent visits to the home of his fiancée. In 
an effort to break the engagement, George 
Wilder, Miss Arnold’s stepfather, threatened 
to disinhérit her, but she ggreed to give up 
her third share of his $100,000 estate with- 


out ‘a protest, and atill declared she would 


marry the Indian. 

In April, 1905, Mr. Wilder, broken by dis- 
appointment over the family trouble, jumped 
overboard from a steamer in the gulf of 
Mexico and was drowned. He had kept his 
word, leaving a will in which he disinherited 
his stepdaughter Cora. 

Sisters Consent to Marriage. 

Finding that Miss Arnold clung to her In- 
dian lover with a fidelity that nothing could 
shake, her sisters at length consented to the 
marriage and the three women went to Santa 
Fe last week, where a minister finally had 
been secured to perform the ceremony. 

Chavarria‘is fully civilized, religious, fair- 

ly well educated, and wellto do. He speaks 
the Indian and Spanish languages, but does 
not understand lish,-and Miss Arnold set 
to work to learn the Spanish after whe met 
him. 
Chavarria owns ‘a large farm near Taos, 
N. M., which he cultivates himself and it is 
understood that the couple will make their 
home there. He is 45 years old and his wife 
os a few years his junior.

Mrs. Laughlin’s Interest in Miss 
Nolan Rewarded by $10,000. 


IN HER CARE THREE WEEKS. 


Attorney Brown Explains the Arrest 
of the Defendants. 


lAght was thrown yesterday on Mrs. Ruth 
E. Laughlin’s “ charitable interest in Miss 
Anna Nolan, the 6 year old spinster dying 
at St. Bernard's hospital. A warranty deed 
was filed for record transferring all the 
old woman's property to Ruth E. Barnes, 
which is Mrs. Laughliin’s maiden name. 
Ruth has been divorced twice. 

An ae purchase of poison for Miss 
Nolan was ther development in the case, 
which involves Mrs. Laughlin, Attorney M. 
D. Brown, 85 years old, and A. F. Kelley, a 
broker. They are accused by the police 
with having furnished Miss Nolan liquor 
until she is at the point of death. 

Attorney Brown said last night that the 
poison was prescribed by a reputable phy- 
sician, and was to have been used in small 
quantities to stimulate. the action of the 
heart. 

The deed conveys the property to Ruth E. 
Barnes for the care, board, .cloth- 
ing, maintenance, support, and. nurs- 
ing” of Anna M. Nolan, in accord 
ance with an agreement entered into 
with Miss Nolan and the Barnes woman. It 
is situated at the southeast corner of Fifty- 
ninth and Aberdeen streets, 24x125 feet, and 
also includes the residence property of Miss 
Nolan, at 1221 Fifty-ninth street. Thetwo 
pieces are worth about $10,000. As Mrs. 
Laughlin looked after Anna Nolan for three 
weeks before the police forcibly took the 
sick woman away from her, it will appear 
that she was compensated at the rate of a 
little over $3,000 a week. 

Blames Herself for Kind Heart. 

When arrested Mrs. Laughlin said: 

“I simply looked after this poor old woman 
out of charity, and the neighbors will tell 
you so. This is what I get for having a 


_kind heart.“ 


Brown and Mre. Laughlin went to St. 
Bernard’s hospital yesterday to see Mise 
Nolan, and was told the woman was too 
low ta receive visitors. They were told that 
Miss Nolan probably would recover. 

John Olson, 18 years old, a boarder in the 
home of John Oberg, who rents the four rear 
rooms of Miss Nolan's flat, told the police 
that a week ago an unidentified woman, 
whom he met in Miss Nolan's flat, gave him a 
note to take to W. A. Jungks, a druggist. 
The druggist told the boy that it was a re- 
quest for poison, and refused to sellit. Mr. 
Jungks cérroborated the story. 

“TIT cam explain that,“ said Mr. Brown. 
“The physician who was in charge of Mise 
Nolan’s case prescribed arsenium, or it may 
have been strychnine, for a stimulent. He 
failed to make out the prescription in proper 
form. Later, a» prescription was made out 
properly and the drug was secured. 

Brown Won't Talk Now. 

J don't desire at this time to go into the 
details of the conveyance of Miss Nolan's 
property to Mrs. Laughlin. Mrs. Laughlin 
is my client. Miss Nolan hae said repeated- 
ly that she would leave her property t 
whoever cared for her. Theconveyance was 
worthless until Mise Nolan’s death. It was 
obtained in a perfectly legitimate manner.“ 

Oscar Olson, representative of the state's 
attorney's office at the Englewood police sta- 
tion, has taken active charge of the case. 
The three defendants will be this 
morning before Judge Petit.“

VAGRANCY LAW USELESS. 


Police Say Judges Are Too Strict; 
Judges Say Police Are Too 
Careless. 


The Illinois legislature will be asked next 
month to pass a bill making it a penitentiary 


‘| offense to place women in disorderly houses 


or to live from the earnings of women al- 
ready in these houses. The movement is 
backed by influential charity workers in Chi- 
cago. It is afmed at the hundreds of men 
who loaf in the city levee districts, existing 
solery on the money furnished them by the 
Women they have farmed out.” 
The vagrancy law passed last summer was 
partly with the idea of ridding the 
tity of these “undesirables.” Under its 
strict interpretation by the judges of the 
Municipal court, however, the police have 
been able to catch only a few and have 
given up the fight. Conferences have been 
held frequently of late between Judge Mack, 
framer of the new bill; Judge Stein, Thier 
Shippy,. Dean W. T. Sumner of the Cathedral 
8S. Peter and Paul, Hull house residents, 
and other charity workers interested. 


Leading Jews Are Interested. 


The men engaged in this business are 
chiefly young Jews, and it is with the idea 
of stamping out the evil growing in their 
own race that led Judge Mack, Judge Stein, 
and other leading Jews to interest them- 
selves. 

The character of the west side levee, par- 
ticularly, has undergone a great change dur- 
ing the last two years because of the ex- 
istence of this evil. Rabbis and editors of 
Jewish papers have drawn attention to the 
éxtent to which the Ghetto has been invaded 
by these men. 

“The only way we can reach them,” said 
Judge Mack, “is to make their business a 
crime. The vagrancy law will not touch 
them. It is an evil that must be stamped 
out at once.“ 

“ Seventy per cent of the women in my dis- 
trict are Jewesses who are supporting men, 
said Dean Sumner. The men exact a week- 
ly tribute from the women and live at their 
ease. I have one case in mind now. A 
young man who runs a poolroom near my 
church has a wife in Seattle. In Chicago 
he seowhs’ four women, whom he farmed 
out. He beats them and ili treats them. He 
keeps them in insanitary houses. But they 
come back to him after all. I have got to 
send one of these women to a hospital.“ 

Vagrancy Law Easily Evaded. 

Chief Shippy said he was in favor of the 
proposed law. 

These men are among the worst class the 
police have to deal with,” he said. It they 
have no visible means of support they easily 
manufacture such evidence. Some one 
comes in who swears that the defendant 
works for him. I have found this one of the 
big loopholes of this law, which we thought 
would prove so helpful to us. The judges 
interpret it too strictly.” 

„The vagrarity law is all right,” said Chief 
Justice Olson of the Municipal court. “‘ The 
trouble is that the police bring in men as 
vagrants without proof.” 


Girl Rescued, Man Sentenced. 
Detectives Reed and O'Neil of the Des- 
plaines street station rescued Theresa Benet- 
ti, 17 years did, from a disorderly resort at 
West Randolph street. The police ar- 
rested Frank Cavello, 20 years old, charged 
with placing the girl in the resort. Municipal 
Judge Beitler in the morning sentenced Ca- 
vello to six months in the house of correc- 
tion.

Keeper, Arrestéd, Says She Had Police

The verdict in the second trial was reached 
on the tenth ballot. The jurors wrestied 
with the problem Thursday afternoon and 
evening, continuing their discussions and 
deliberations after they had been sent to 
the Morrison hotel for the night. After 
reaching Judge Heap's ceurt early in the 
morning they renewed the balloting. Only 
the vote of one man stood in the way of an 
acquittal, as the final vote the night before 
was 11 to 1 in favor of acquittal. This man 
was quickly won over, and after a decision 
had been reached the jurors amused them- 
selves playing cards for more than an hour 
until Judge Heap arrived at 9 o'clock. 

William J. Phillips, foreman of the jury, 
said the consideration which decided what 
the verdict should be was that “ the state 
law never had been enforced and was re- 
garded by the jurors ag a dead letter.“ 

Statement by Lawyer Austrian. 

Alfred 8S. Austrian, who as the attorney 
for Chamales secured the verdict of acquittal 
without sabmiiting any testimory and mere- 
ly on the strength of argument, issued the 
following statement of the views of his firm, 
Mayer, Meyer & Austrian: 

We have a duty to perform to our clients 
as strong as the state’s attorney to his 
cents. We are not endeavoring to incite 
further trials, but if they are brought on by 
the state we shall contigue to be ready for 
such of the defendants as we represent. 

“We are more convinced than ever that 
the city ordinanées, by the express authority 
of the state statutes and of the Supreme 
court decision, are legal and permit the open- 
ing of saloons on Sundays.

The John R. Walsh trial was halted unex- 
pectedly yesterday by the, severe iliness of 
Juror Charles Davey of Oregon.

He was so simple in his 
utterance that his contemporaries found him 
incoherent; so haughtily careless that schol- 
ars were offended; so amazing in his visions 
and prophecies that to pay him respectful 
attention was to confess oneself the dupe of 
charlatanism, it seemed. 


By the light of further understanding, his 
cerebral intensities have come to seem the 
accentuation of genius, rather than a prob- 
lem for the pathologists. Genius is, of 
course, best defined as intensity. To Blake's 
wild genius was added the same sort of a 
conviction that sets Francis of Assisi, Joan 
of Arc, Savonarola, Luther, and a host of 
others apart from ordinary mankind. He 
was, he believed, led by an over power. 
God talked with him in friendly fashion. 
He became interested, therefore, in the be- 
ginnings of things as well as the processes 
of their development. He could understand 
why the “ morning stars sang together,“ he 
knew how the wild beasts of the deep forest 
and the birds of the trees felt. He saw 
that they were as incontestable a part of cre- 
etion as Shakespeare or the king upon his 
throne.

awoke in Blake those profound feelings of 
brotherhood which brought him at last to 
the point where the restrictive and rebuking 
law appeared to him an offense against the 
higher nature of man and an obstacle to his 
social evolution. To sin against the holy 
spirit in man was, he believed, the great of- 
fense. The efforts of the individual to ad- 
just himself to the code he regarded as 
pathetic, and his transgressions of the writ- 
ten law did not appear to him assins. Mr. 
Brooke’s summary of Blake’s convictions 
remind me of the utterances of certain mild 
eyed, idealistic anarchists, harmiess—ney, 
inept—whom I know, and who are pleased to 
look upon themselves as parighs, as the ro- 
sult of their visionary promuigations. 

With Blake, said Mr. Brooke, Love, net 
law, was the test of all actions.
